The bond holders of th e tra c ­ 
tion concern, w hich inclu des the 
th re e original branches, the In ­ 
dianapolis to Connersv ille 
line, 
th e Indianapolis 
to Shelby v ille 
and th e Shelby v ille to G reens- j 
bu rg lines, hav e been approached 
w ith a proposition by the De­ 
Hore interests for th eir appro- j 
v al or disapprov al.

The blaze started in th e kit­ 
chen of th e Longfellow 
hom e 
and fanned by a stiff w ind from 
th e west, 
m ou nted 
rapidly . 
G rav e danger of a disastrou s fire 
■was only av erted w hen a bu cket 
brigade placed th e blaze u nder 
control. 
The fire w as ex tingu ished a f­ 
te r it had bu rned aw ay a large 
portion of th e roof ov er 
th e 
kitchen. The dam age done 
by 
th e blaze was au gm ented by w a­ 
te r dam age to th e contents 
of 
th e room. T h at portion of 
the 
hou se was literally flooded w ith 
w ater in th e efforts of th e fire 
fighters to get th e fire 
u nder 
control. 
The loss to th e bu ilding and 
hou sehold goods was cov ered by 
insu rance. The ex act origin

determ ined

men , shippers an d others to g o ju m p in to the 
lake for their mail an d ex press. 
An y corporation , n o m atter how big they 
fcei, m u st kn ow th a t there are other thin g s th a t 
can be don e to offset their attitu de towaid 
Ru shv ille.

The fact that several operating 
conditions are responsible for 
variations, in tire mileage, of 
which some automobile owners 
complain, is shown in the ac­ 
companying illustrations which 
were prepared by the Goodyear

brakes suddenly has a tendency 
to lock the wheels in many cases, 
causing skidding that often lea­ 
ves a trace of rubber on the 
pavement and a flat place 
on 
the tread of the tire.

a sudden stop with a minimum 
amount of effort on the part of 
the driver, and it is practically 
impossible to slide the wheels. 
-The resulting wear on tires 
is therefore over the entire cir­ 
cumference. This makes it very’ 
difficult to prove excessive use of 
brakes; 
but nevertheless the 
tires will show fast wear. 
“Too little or too much air in* 
tires has an important bearing 
cn tire mileage, too. The figures' 
in the chart are based on actual 
tests. 
"The wear on under-inflated 
tires is comparatively more ser­ 
ious than that on over-inflated 
tires. The third illustration 
in 
this group shows what happened 
when all four tires under-inflat­ 
ed, while the figure of 45 per 
cent less mileage represents the 
wear wheels with too much air 
and driven at high speed. ' 
“Mechanical irregularties such 
as misalignment of wheels or 
rims on the wheel., bent spindles, 
wobbly wheels, or uneven brake 
adjustments take their toll in 
excessive tread wear. 
“Fast driving also means rapid 
tread wear. Rough road surfaces j 
, and hilly country are harder on ; 
1 tire mileage than level territory 
and smooth roads. Tires wear 
out faster in summer than in 
I winter and tread wear is faster 
on dry roads than on wet. 
“Changes in car design 
and 
operating conditions have come 
singly and perhaps their impor­ 
tance in the total is not gener­ 
ally recognized in considering 
causes for rapid tire wear. 
“The investigations outlined 
prove how greatly these factors 
can affect tire mileage. To get 
the long satisfactory mileage

WHEN BIO CORPORATIONS ARE SMALL 
The city of Rushvillc today faces the poorest 


mall service in the history of the postoffice de- 
partment, hare, due to the fact that the B.. & 
O. railroad was permitted to make this city a 
flag stop for one of the main outlets for mail 
and express. 


The officials of this railroad, who seem to 


have the high hand over things, and who believe 
that since they are a big corporation can do 
anything that they see fit, took passenger ser- 
vice into consideration when they made out the 
schedule, and told Rushville citizens, business- 
men, shippers and others to go jump into the 
lake for their mail and express. 


Any corporation, no matter how big they 


feel, must know that there are other things that 
can be done to offset their attitude toward 
Rushville. 


There is not a passenger train which they 


operate through the city of Rushville, but.what 
is done so in violation of a city ordinance, which 
fixes the speed of trains, and these passenger 
trains pay no respect to law enforcement. 


The business men who have urgent mail to 


dispatch from here in the forenoon, often times 
find that their m^il does not leave here, due to 
the fact that the "mail matcher" at the depot, 
used by "one horse towns," will not accommo- 
date the pouches and consequently the mail re- 
mains until the night train. 
The same thing 


is true of express shipments which are usually 
packages that are needed in a hurry. 


The Rushville 
postoffice has registered a 


complaint. 
The Rushville Chamber of Com- 


merce, whose influence so far has amounted to 
nothing, should get behind the postoffice de- 
partment and be of some benefit to the business 
men. shippers and others who are interested in 
good mail and express service.' 


A postal representative has been here 
and 


made a survey, it is understood, and if there was 
r.n organized effort behind it, the mail service 
could be t;iken away from the railroad and given 
over to tnc traction line. 


The B. & O. railroad has been using courte- 


sies extended by the city of Rushville for years, 
yet they give little consideration to these items, 
when they make up their mail and express 
schedule. 


The railroad uses portions of Fourth street 


as a team-track, where there is extended a side- 
tracl; down the street for their convenience; the 
railroad is not molested although their trains 
thunder tmough the city in violation of an ordi- 
nance that regulates speed; a crossing in the 
west part of the city, where there has been acci- 
dents, is without a crossing watchman; the rail- 
road owns and maintains stock pens within a 
residential section of the city, which is not invit- 
ing to sanitary conditions. 


These arc only a few things in which the 


corporation is not such a large affair, and in 
which the city of Rushville is just a little bit 
larger — a I least large enough to deserve more 
than a flag-stop for mail and express for the 
courtesies they take with the city. 


Public sentiment should be crystalized 
to 


such a point that united action of some kind will 
result. 
If the railroad does not know that a 


city called Rushville exists along their line, then 
it is time that they find it out. 


The great indoor circus programs were ex 


amples of what a co-operative and worth-while 
effort could accomplished. The Free Fair was 
another example, and the moat recent outstand 
ing achievement was the successful short course. 


Throughout the year there were numerous 


other projects, including the corn show, various 
club projects and the like, all of whlchjroe 
worth while, and demonstrated what co-opera- 
tion could do between the two factions. 


These tw6 organisations next week will en- 


deavor to place Rush county forward again as 
a community in which "people really live." These 
organizations are sponsoring a broadcasting pro- 
gram-over WLW at Cincinnati, when people all 
over the country will be told that that the "gar- 
den spot of the world is located in Rush County." 


The Rush County Farm Bureau is to be con- 


gratulated upon displaying such a co-opermtive 
and progressive attitude, and their president, 
Walter Bitner, during the past year was far- 
sighted enough to realize what excellent results 
could be obtained through such work. 


The farm organization prospered hi mem- 


bership, as well as in accomplishing things. 
With a new year under way, and new officers in 
charge of the farm organization, it is to be hop- 
ed that the same progressive spirit will be car- 
ried on, and even greater things attained this 
year.

better enforcement or worse' and 
less. The former may take yean 
•to achieve; the latter can be had 
at once and nay even be neces- 
sary before .enforcement can be- 
jcome more honestly effective.

Gas Tax Increase Dae in Indi-

States Have Higher Tax 


A steady 
increase in the 


amount of collections of gaso- 
line 
tax 
has 
maintained 


throughout the four and one- 
half years that the tax has been 
in effect.

This 
increase 
has 
been 


brought about by a number of 
things, chief among which have 
been the increased number of 
automobiles, both passenger cars 
and trucks and the increased 
number of 
busses, especially 


during the past two years, due 
to the establishments of many 
new bus lines in the state. The 
extensive road building program 
which Indiana has carried on 
for the past few years has result 
ed in the building of hundreds of 
miles of additional improved 
roads. The building of improved 
highways through sections of 
the state which have never be- 
fore hand an adequate outlet 
and paving of trunk line roads 
paving of trunk line 
roads 


through the state have not only 
stimulated the use of the auto- 
mobile by people within the 
state but have brought hundreds 
of tourists into Indiana to 
our State Parks and beautiful 
natural scenery of southern In- 
diana and the lakes and sand 
dunes of northern Indiana. All 
this of course has resulted in an 
enormous 
increase 
in 
the 


amount of gasoline consup 
and consequently an increast 
the amount of gasoline tax < J- 
lected. 


Another factor which helps , 


account for the increase in th 
amount of gasoline tax collecte 
is the fact that during the past 
year Ohio' and Michigan have 
raised the rate of their tax to 
three cents per gaUon, and Illi- 
nois, heretofore with no tax, 
oassed a two cent per gallon 
law, effective August 1, 1927. 
This has a tendency to • stop 
tourists of the practice of buy- 
ing a full tank of gasoline in an 
adjoining state before entering 
Indiana, because of a higher 
tax rate here and consequently 
a higher price on gasoline. Be- 
fore the passage of the tax law 
in Illinois there were 
along the state line where there 
was as much as a four or five 
cent* difference in the price of a 
gallon of gasoline. Since the 
passing of the Illinois law these 
price differences have in a large 
measure been adjusted and pri- 
ces along the state line, not only 
between Indiana and 
but betweeen Indiana and Onto.

It will be 
necessary to apply additional 
salt from time to tune as the or- 
iginal coating washes off, but, 
bandied properly, the remedy is 
one of the most effective.
